. * Whenever the plans for 
the units have come be- 
fore the council for dis- 
eussion, Cr. Crofts has 
withdrawn from the 
council chamber, 


Local Government 
_Yegulations demand that 
any councillor who could 
have a financial interest 


in any matter coming for- 


ward for debate, should 
withdraw. 

Mr. Simonds told the 
Star the formality had 
s‘amused and enter- 
tained” him at a recent 
council meeting. 


“Come on councillors, 
who are you kidding? 
Surely you must know 

. the ratepayers are aware 
that anything a councillor 
is concerned about is dis- 


cussed and arranged in 


the back room before the 
-meeting,” Mr, Simonds 
said. 

“They were leaving the 
chamber like schoolboys 
whenever something 
which directly, or in- 
directly concerned them 
personally, was dis- 
cussed. 

“My application for a 
permit for the units was 
tefused on the gounds 
that the plans didn’t com- 
ply with the council's 
flats code without 
them saying which sec- 
tion of the code, 

“Four weeks later a 
new set of plans was also 
refused, and two weeks 
after that the council ap- 
proved me permsision to 
advertise my plans. 

“At the next meeting 


the permit was again re- 
fused. ‘

“Yet the units are in an 
area zoned by the council 
for flats and they comply 
with all the regulations, 

“It’s about time the 
councillors stuck to their 
rules, At the moment 
they make up a new set 
to suit the mood. 

“When Altona people 
don’t want units, they'll 
stop* buying them, But 
with housing the price it 
is today, its hardly sur- 
prising that uits are 
popular, Mr. Simonds 
said, : 
“Why don’t the coun- 
cillors give the rate- 
payers the same respect 
and courtesy during the 
year that they give so 
freely around election 
time?" : 

Mr. Simonds has ap- 
pealed against the council 
refusal to the Town Plan- 
ning Appeals Tribunal 
which will hear the case 
within the next six 
weeks. 

When the plans were 
brought before council on 
September 21, the engi- 
neering department’s 
comments stated the pro- 
posal “complies in all re- 
spects to the council's 
code”, 

However, seven objec: 
tions to the plan were re- 
ceived at the town hall 
after Mr. Simonds adver- 
tised his proposal. 

The objections were on 
the following grounds: 

1, The proposed flats 
would result in a loss of 
amenity to the area, 

2. Increased traffic in 
Bayview Street would be 
a@-hazard to school chil- 
dren and pedestrians in 
the area, 

3. They would result in

a traffic problem with 
cars entering and leaving 
Civic Parade. 

4. Flats would add to 
traffic congestion in Civic 
Parade. tee ag 

5. Flats will result in a 
loss of quality of life in 
the area, with increased 
litter and pollution. 

6. Flats would be an in- 
4rusion into an area basi- 
cally made up of private 
house. 

7; The proposed de- 
velopment is an over-de- 
velopment of the site. 

8 — The proposal 
would result in a loss o 
value to surrounding, 
properties. 

9. — Even if the flats 
were sold -at own-your- 
own units, they would 
still be objectionable. 

10, — Consolidation of 
smaller allotments than 
60 ft. does not protect the; 
interest of ratepayers, 

11, — The proposed 
flats will result in in- 
creased noise. 

After considering the 
objections, Cr. Steve Cle- 
ment, seconded by Cr. 
Dan Duane successfully 
moved: 


“That council issue a 
notice of determination 
to refuse the permit on 
the grounds that the flats 
would be an intrusion! 
into an area which is 
basically an area of pri- 
vate homes: 

That the proposed de- 
velopment “is an over- 
development of the site 
having regard to deci- 
sions of the Town Plan- 
ning Appeals Tribunal 
suggesting that an ap- 
propriate density would 
be one flat to every 3000: 
square feet or one flat to 
every 3500 square -feet. 
That the council advise 
the consolidation of the 
residential lots was 
agreed to on the grounds 
that the applicant in- 
tended to erect a de- 
tached house on the site.”

Motor bikes have

Ray Barnes bought 
his first motor bike, a 
BSA 500 ce, when he 
was just 11. 

And ever since motor 
bikes -have been an im- 
portant part of Ray’s life. 

A few months ago he 
opened a shop, Ray 
Barnes Motor Cycles, in 
Pier Street, Altona, 

Talking about his early 
start in motorbikes Ray 
laughed and’ said “Mum

monster. 

“But. getting into bikes 
was just the natural thing 
to do,” said’ Ray, “I lived 
in Essex, England,: and 
just about everyone 
owned a motorbike there’. 

Ray quickly made a 
name for himself on the 
racing track, picking up @ 
string, of placings’ in the 
motorcross and road race 
events. 

But then the Korean 
war started and. Ray was 
drafted. 

“Other riders like John 
Surtees had their -draft 
notice deferred but I got 
shipped out to Korea,” 

Later he resumed bike 

racing as a hobby but

said. * 

Later, Ray made ‘a 
comeback to motor-bike 
racing, getting placings 
against riders like Garry 
Flood, but retired six 
years ago. : 

Since then mini-bikes 
have been his main inter- 
est and he has rather 
strong views about them.

— Recently there 
has been a major upsurge 
in interest in the Newport 
power -station, and the 
project has ofice again 
been strongly attacked 
by a number of groups 
which claim they are act- 
ing in the best interests 
of the Victorian public. 

One such body, and the 
one which seems to be 
creating the most dis- 
turbance at the moment, 
is the Williamstown 
Council. 

It was interesting to 
note the council passed a 
number of resolutions at 
its last ‘meeting which 
once again firmly ex- 
pressed opposition to the 
completion of the station. 
One such resolution was 
that the council spend up 
to $2650 of council funds 
on a full-page spread in 
the Sun newspaper ex- 
pressing its views on the 
subject. 

Now this use of public 
money can be justified is
